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AFTERNOON DISPATCHES. 


Particulars of the Killing of Lord 
Cavendish and Burke, 
Vondemncd by the Land League and all 
prominent Irishmen—No Ciue 
to the Assassins. 


Associated Press Dispatches.) 

Dusim, May 8.—Lord Frederick 
Cavendish, the new Secretary of Ire- 
land, and Earl Spencer had remained 
at Dublin Castle, engaged in the trans- 
business until six 
o'clock this evening, when each drove 
to his respective residence. After din- 
ner, Lord Frederick and Thos. Henry 
Burke, Under Secretary, went for a 
walk to Pheonix Park. They were 
both strolling in the Park, about one- 
half mile from the city gate and a 
- ora of a mile from the Chief Seere- 

‘s lodge, when a car drove up 
witch contained four men, two of 
whom jumped from the car, and at- 
tacking Lord Frederick Cavendish and 
Mr. Burke, stabbed them both several 
times in the throat and breast. The 
tragedy occurred about 7:10 o'clock in 
the evening, and in broad daylight. 

A gentleman named Maguire and a 
friend, who were on bicycles, shortly 
before had passed Mr. Burke and Lord 
Frederick Cavendish when on their 
ta alon ng the main road through the 

Park, and on their return journey they 
found the chief secretary lying in the 
center of the carriage-way and Mr. 
Burke prostrate upon the pathway. 
Both gentlemen were lying in large 
pools of blood. The police at the Park 
Gate Station were informed of what 
they had seen. 

EXAMINATION OF THE BODIES. 

On an examination it was found that 
Burke had received several stabs near 
the region of the heart, and his throat 
had been cut almost completely across. 

A t-mortem examination of the 
bodies at the Chief Secretary's lodge 
showed eleven wounds on Burke and 
eight on Cavendish. 

It is needless to add that the assassi- 
nation is attributed to Fenians, al- 
though this must be pure conjecture. 
Robbery could not have been an ob- 
ject, as nothing on their bodies was 
touched 

NO CLUE TO THE ASSASSINS, 

The locality of the outrage is terri- 
bly marked with blood. The spot 
where the body of Lord Cavendish was 
found was absolutely deluged, while 
Burke's body lay ina pool of blood. 
It is said that after the act the mur- 
derers immediately drove off. There 
seems no clue to the assassins at pres- 
ent, but the police are using mys en- 
deavor to discover them. 

NO ARRESTS MADE. 


No arrests have been made up to two 
o'clock this (Sunday) morning. No 
one is allowed to go into the hospital, 
which is guarded by a large force of 
police. All the available force of Con- 
stables is out searching for the assas- 
sins. There is a strong guard of mili 
tary at the Vice-Regal Lodge. 


EFFECT OF THE NEWS. 


Allethe papers of the Atlantic States 
on Sunday morning denounce the assas- 
sination, and believe it will cause a 
change of the conciliatory policy just 
begun by Gladstone, and place Ireland 
again more rigidly under the rule of 
force and coercion. Leading Irishmen 
all over the country have been inter- 
viewed and they unite in deploring the 
outrageous act, many declaring that it 
must have been the work of fanatics or 
insidious enemies of the cause of Ire- 
land. The news was received in Lon- 
don with horror and stupefaction. 

_ SYMPATIIY EXPR ESSED. 

Lonboy, May 7.—Society, beginning 
with the Queen, who sent a telegram 
of condolence to the relatives of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish, has made a de- 
monstration of sympathy as remarka- 
ble as that which occurred at the death 
of President Gartield. 


A HUGE REWARD TALKED OF. 
Dusuty, May 7.—There will be an 
indignation meeting of the citizens of 


» Dublin to-day, the Mayor presiding. 
A huge subscription asa reward for 
information leading to the discovery 
of the murderers is talked of. 


GENERAL ABHORRENCE OF TILE CRIME, 

Cork, May 7.—A meeting of citizens, 
including the Nationalists and Land 
Leaguers was held to day. The Mayor 


presided. Even the extreme Land Lea- 
gucrs present suggested the closing of 
the shops as amark of sympathy. Res- 
vlutions were unanimously adopted de- 
claring the crime one which calls on 
Heaven for vengeance, and repudiating 
its authors with disgust and abhor- 
rence. The last official act of Caven- 
dish in conjunction with Earl Spencer 
was to arrange for the immediate re- 
lease of all the suspects except eighty. 
ARRESTED ON SUSPICION. 

Four men have been arrested on sus- 
picion. The popular feeling is in- 
tense. In all the churches yesterday 
the murder was discussed, and with 
scarcely an exception deplored the 
outrage and uttered the severest de- 
nunciations against the murderers. 
The report which appears to have the 
most color of truth and is most gener- 
ally believed is that the four suspects 
are Englishmen. 

WHAT THE IRISH LEADERS SAY. 

New York, May §8.—Cable specials 
give interviews with Parnell, Diilon, 


Davitt, Sexton, Biggar, and other Irish 
leaders, who express unqualified hor- 
ror at the assassination, and fear that 
its result will be at least temporarily 
disastrous to the Irish cause. The 
Land League has issued a manifesto 
deploring the tragedy and urging all 
members of the League to give uni- 
versal expression to the horror excited 
by acrime so atrocious. Parnell has 
sent telegrams to the Mayors of Dub- 
lin, i Waterford and Limerick, 
suggesting that they call mass mect- 
ings to denounce the crime. 


EMPEROR GREATLY MOVED. 
Berury, May 8.—Emperor William, 
on hearing the news of the murder of 


Cavendish and Burke, was as much 
shocked as. he was when the Czar was 
assassinated.

A DISCONTENTED WIFE.~ 


Mrs. Tabor, of Denver, Airs Her 
Family Troubles in the Courts. 


The Times’ Denver, Col., special 
ub A bill of complaint has been 
filed in the District Court by Mrs. Au- 
gusta. L. Tabor against H. A. W. 
abor, asking separate maintenance in 
the sum of $50,000 per year, and abso- 
lute ownership of the family mansion, 
with grounds, worth $125,000. It 1s 
a lengthy document. It sets 
orth that the defendant, who is Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the State, and has 
openly announced himself a candidate 
for the Umited States Senate next 
Winter, has not contributed to the de- 
fendant’s support, and has not recog- 
nized her as his wife, or lived in the 
same house with her for nearly two 
years. Mrs. Tabor further alleges that 
she has been compelled to keep 
boarders to make a living. She does 
not ask for a divorce and does not want 
one. She has repeatedly offered to 
abandon her intended suit if her hus- 
band would only let her live with him, 
and be recognized as his wife. This 
he has refused to do, and it is claimed 
that he has offered to pay her a large 
sum, and make no defence, if she 
would only sue fora divorce. It is 
claimed by the Governor and his 
friends that the present suit ,is the 
result of spite, and is meant to injure 
his political prospects. They say, and 
it is unquestionably true, that when 
the separation was first agreed upon 
he paid her $100,000 cash, and granted 
her for life the use and benefit of the 
family residence, which she has since 
occupied. She paid $37,000 for one 
third interest in the Windsor Hotel, 
which investment yiclded upward of 
$14,000. The rest of the money was 
wisely invested, and her annual income 
dose not fall far short of $20,000. 
When the recent Sentorial stru gle 
was coming on, and Tabor hope 
secure the appointment, an effayt a 
made to have this bill published, but 
without avail. It is said that if the 
case is brouzht to trial a great deal ot 
unpleasant testimony will be brought 
out. 

The Tabors have only one child, a 
son aged twenty-three, who ree cently 
went to Europe, probably to escape 
the mortification of this scandal. 

Mrs. Tabor’s attorneys have filed a 
schedule of the property owned by 
Governor Tabor, which foots up $9,- 
076,000. He will not yield or com- 
promise the suit.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
They Meet and Adjourn Out of Respect to 
the Deceased.

And Countless Roses of Countless 
Hues. 


A Notable Show in Santa Barbara—A Match 
less Display—Banks of Bloom and 
Bowers of Beauty. 


Special Correspondence of the Trxzs.) 

Santa Barpara, May 6, 1882. 
Onr annual Rose Festival has just 
closed, and the display was sufficently 
attractive to justify me in attempting to 
tell"the readers of the something 
about it. There were about three 
hundred varieties of roses displayed, 
not so large a number as usual, but still 
enough, when added to the infinite va- 
riety of other blossoms, for artistic 
effect and brightness. The large au- 
dience room of the theatre was.thrown 
open for the exhibition. Entering 
THIS IS THE PICTURE 
that greeted the eye. Spreading fan- 
palms and branches of the graceful date- 
palm arranged in pretty and quaint de- 
signs upon the walls; long, drooping 
festoons of evergreen encircling the 
entire front of the galleries, and at the 
points where they were caught up, 
hanging baskets filled with trailing ivy 
and brilliant flowers; the pillars sup- 
porting the galleries trimmed with 
wreaths formed of the slender sprays of 
the pepper-tree. Stately pagodas fifteen 
feet in height, with roofs of evergreen 
and spires of scarlet geraniunis, the 
sides formed of roses, pink, and white, 


and red, of creamy roses with blushing 
hearts, of roses yellow as gold, and 
roses of crimson dyes, and under the 
open arches banks of roses piled till the 
hand could lose itself in their depths, 
alternated by beds of sweet peas of 
every shade and hue in which their 
fragrance blossoms, and —— with 
their rich

and in the centre a magnificent pyramid 
of calla lilies. Then there were tall 
flower-built temples, carpeted with 
green mosses and ferns, with miniature 
gardens of blossoms on every hand, and 
glass globes filled with pretty gold 
fishes, shining like sunbeams, in the 
water; massive crosses of evergreens 
mingled with the rich, glossy,deep-vein- 
ed loquat leaves with centre of pure, 
white flowers;a tall easel covered with 
drooping ferns and flowers, and in its 
centre a landscape formed of green 
leaves and flowers, with an adobe build- 
ing represented by bits of bark: along 
the sides of the room great

of every shade and color, from pure 
white to deep royal red; from those with 
creamy petals touched with blushing 
pink, to those of a deep reddish orange, 
glowing and warm as a gorgeous sunset; 
singipg birds in gilded cages among the 
flowers; large jars filled with. pure white 
callas, date-palms heavy with blossoms, 
orange buds and blooms; pretty striped 
grasses, and tall bunches of feathery 
pampas plumes; richly dressed ladies, 
and children in bright colors, like hap- 
py butterflies flitting hither and thither 
a picture bright enough for the old 
garden days when the world was young. 
In the center of the room were long 
tables covered with flowers of every 
description and every clime, arranged 
in bouquets, banks, pyramids, and 
various beautiful and curious devices. 
Among other bright things I noticed a 
new variety of the 

EASSION FLOWER. 


It was much larger than the ordinary 
purple one, and was of a deep rose 
color. Near it was the flower of the 
grevilla robusta, with its long, slender, 
orange-colored petals rising like a 
crown above its green leaves. Camelias 
were there in rich profusion, red and 
white, with their smooth, waxen-like 
petals. The red blossoms were gathered 
from a bush that has yielded three thou- 
sand of these beautiful flowers since the 
Ist of Janudry last. Great masses of 
fuschias, of every known shade and 
color,}] drooped their graceful heads 
among the other plants, and calla lilies 
white and pure were arranged in huge 
bouquets and pyramids. Immortelles, 
pink and white, lay

Upon the tables, while the meek-eyed 
pansies nestled in their velvety softness 
in the fragrant bloom about them. 
Daisies white, with golden hearts, nod- 
ded to the dainty garden pinks, and the 
orange-lipped nasturtians gleamed like 
a sunset cloud beside the pale white of 
the clustering Japanese snowballs. One 
of the tables was beautifully fring 
with the delicate sprays of the tree-fern, 
and close by it was laid a leaf and pret- 
ty blossom of the fan-palm. Cactus 
blossoms were shown in rich profusion, 
and the showy’purple and crimson blos- 
some of the cineraria and beside them the 
tulip-shaped orange-colored blossoms of 
the trittania. Masses of laburnum looked 
into the faces of scarletand pink pop- 
pies that nodded sleepily above the 
pretty blossoms of the exocharda grand- 
iflera. Pinks and sweet peas mingled 
their perfume with the odor of the East- 
ern lilac. Chorezemas ilicifolia were clus- 
tered near the shining aloes, and a pile 
of strange-faced purple blossoms.
